NO . MII - 150 (128 ). — A Mineral Policy Conference 
arranged by the Ministry (then Departmont) of 
Works , Mines and Power with representutives of the 
Provinces, States , Trudo, Commerce , Labour Andl 
Mining interosts Wils held ut New Dolhi on the 10tlı 
and 13th January 1947 to consider the lines on which 

National Mineral Policy should be formulated and 
pursued . The ( onference disclosed almost unanimous 
ugreement about the urgent need for the formulation 
of such a policy, and for Central co -ordination and 
planned development of the country s mineral 
resources and the establishment of central machinery 
for tho purpose. To achieve these objects the Govern 
ment of India decided to constitute u competent 
technical organisation to work in closo liaison with 
the various Ministeries and Departments of the Control 
Government, functioning primarily AB un advisory 
body , and as a result the Indian Bureau of Mines Wilt 
set up in March 1948 . 

2 . With the emetment of the Mines and Minerals 
( Regulation and Developmont) Act by the Central 
Legislature , in September 1948 and the Notification 
of the Mineral Concession Rules , 1949 , and the 
Petroleum Concession Rules , 1940 , the Bureau s 
spliero of work lig increused considerably . Apurt 
from its purely advisory capacity , it is necessary for 
the Bureau to function henceforth as a field and 
research organisation also , to attend to the conserva 
tion of the country s minoral resources and their 
utilization in the best possible munnur . 

8 . Functions. -- The functions of the Bureau will 
comprise the following : - 


(i) Advising the Central und State Govornments 

on all matters relating to the grant of 
minernl conicossions , and ulso on the exploril 
tion , exploitation and utilisation of the 

country s minoral resources ; 
(ii) Poriodie inspection of mines , for effecting 

the systematic development of mineral 
deposits , the elimination of uvoidublo waste , 
and the prorriotion of improved methods of 

mining ; 
(iii) Conducting regenrch on the beneficiation of 

low grade ores and tho industrial utilisation 
of minerals and minerul proiluets , as well 
ils on mining problems, in collaboration with 

other resourch organisations ; 
(iv) ( onducting analyses of ores and minerals in 

connection with tho work of the Bureuu , and 
also for the public as far as time and 

circumstances permit ; 
(v ) Collection and publication of statistics relat 

ing to mineral production in India , ininerul 
stocks, oxports , locul consumption , etc ; and 
colloction and maintenance of information 
regarding world mineral production , world 
minerul trade , foreign mining rules , and 

other related mutters ; 
( vi) Publication of Bulloting and monographs on 

investigations relating to mining and tho 

mineral industry ; 
( vii) Assisting the mineral trade in the marketing 

of minerals ;
